TRACING THE DOG'S DESCENT 

Osnerally Aeceptod Opinion Is That 
His Pragsnltor Witt tlis Com- 
■MR Weir or Jasksl. 

It 'seems to be generally accepted 
by naturalists and the /world at 
large . that the domestic dog is in 
some MDse a collateral' descendant 

of the wolf or jackal. 

A professor in the Natural His- 
tory m^iaeum in Peris has communi- 
cated results of his study of various 
canine skulls to the Academy of 
sciences.
